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FOREWORD 

The  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia 
at  its  meeting  in  Fairmont,  February  22nd,  1918,  adopted  the  suggestion  which 
had  been  made  at  the  Clarksburg  meeting,  one  year  previously,  and  directed 
the  publication  of  a  Quarterly  Bulletin  in  which  the  Society  would  publish  for 
the  benefit  of  its  members,  information  from  time  to  time  concerning  the  activ- 
ities of  the  Society  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia  and  of  the  General  Society 
m  the  United  States,  and  papers  and  documents  of  historical,  nature  dealing 
with  Revolutionary  events. 

During  the  last  year  the  officers  of  the  Society  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  compiling  the  material  for  and  publishing  the  Bulletin  have  been  en- 
gaged with  various  war  works  and  the  Government  has  requested  the  conser- 
vation of  print  paper. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  the  first  copy  of  the  Bulletin  until  this  time 
has  not  appeared  and  even  now  is  simple  in  its  make  up  compared  to  what  it 
is  hoped  that  it  may  become  in  normal  times. 

We  present  herewith  an  announcement  of  the  forth-coming  meeting  of  the 
Society  at  Wheeling,  on  February  22nd,  1919 ;  an  article  on  the  objects  and 
work  of  the  Society  by  Hon  Owen  S.  McKinney  of  Fairmont;  a  list  of  the 
present  membership  and  a  list  of  the  deceased  membership  of  the  Society  cor- 
rected to  February  1st,  1919. 


WHEELING  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting*  of  the  Society  for  the  year  1919,  following  a  long 
established  custom  is  to  be  held  on  Washington's  Birthday  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  designated  Wheeling  as  the  place  of  meeting.  For  some  years 
past  the  meetings  have  been  held  almost  without  exception  somewhere  in  the 
Monongahela  Valley,  for  the  reason  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  its  mem- 
bership resides  there.  The  effect  of  this  policy  has  been  to  localize  the  interest 
in  the  Society  and  to  make  it  in  a  sense  provincial.  To  successfully  overcome 
this  situation  it  will  be  necessary  to  depend  upon  the  membership  assembling 
to  the  place  of  meeting  even  though  some  distance  away  and  not  to  depend  upon 
the  members  living  in  or  near  the  place  of  meeting  to  make  up  the  attendance. 

If  those  who  can  attend,  will  do  so,  not  only  because  of  the  very  enjoyable 
meetings  but  from  a  feeling  of  duty  and  responsibility  as  well  and  allow  no 
trivial  matter  to  interfere  with  their  attendance,  the  interest  and  the  member- 
ship in  the  Society  will  be  broadened  and  the  Society  improved  and  enlarged, 
we  therefore  urge  every  one  to  attend  the  Wheeling  Meeting. 

Dr.  Reed  M.  Baird,  Alexander  Updegraff,  J.  F.  Paull,  Alfred  Paull  and 
Dr.  Robert  J.  Reed  have  been  designated  a  Committee  in  charge  of  the  arrange- 
ments and  they  are  planning  elaborately  for  the  meeting  at  the  Fort  Henry 
Club,  the  fact  the  meeting  and  dinner  will  be  held  at  that  Club  and  in  charge 
of  such  a  capable  committee  makes  further  comment  unnecessary. 


OBJECT  AND  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SOGIETY 

The  objects  of  the  SOCIETY  of  the  SONS  of  the  REVOLUTION  are  to 
honor  the  memory  of  those  who  by  their  fidelity  to  the  principles  of  liberty 
made  the  establishment  of  political  and  personal  freedom  in  this  country  possi- 
ble; to  preserve  the  records  of  the  history  and  traditions  pertaining  to  the 
revolutionary  war  as  a  legacy  for  posterity ;  to  keep  alive  in  the  minds  of  all 
Americans  the  deeds  of  heroism  and  sacrifice  in  the  mighty  struggle  that 
wrested  free  government  from  England ;  to  provide  suitable  markers  and  me- 
morials to  point  out  the  scenes  of  historic  accomplishments  and  the  advance 
posts  of  civilization  in  the  frontier  sections  of  what  was  then  largely  a  wild 
and  uninhabited  country.  In  brief,  to  perpetuate  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
this  and  all  future  generations  of  Americans  the  achievements  and  results  of 
the  devotion  and  con  rage  of  that  handful  of  patriots  who  sacrificed,  struggled 
and  died  to  give  the  priceless  boon  of  liberty  to  America.  It  is  also  designed 
to  stimulate  patriotism,  invoke  a  love  of  country,  honor  its  institutions  and 
exhort  a  steady  and  zealous  attachment  to  the  principles  of  government  as  for- 
mulated and  practiced  by  those  who  founded  it.  It  is  therefore  a  worthy  work 
in  which  the  members  of  this  Society  are  engaged — a  work  in  which  neither 
great  distinction  nor  temporal  advantage  can  accrue,  but  a  work  and  service, 
nevertheless  of  so  great  significance  and  value  that  it  should  call  forth  the  best 
endeavors  of  those  who  are  imbued  with  patriotism,  veneration  and  pride  for 


their  ancestors  who  participated  in  that  memorable  conflict.  In  the  light  of 
the  recent  world-wide  strife  for  the  maintenance  of  the  principles  of  self  gov- 
ernment, the  consequences  of  our  revolutionary  war  are  seen  in  the  establish- 
ment of  conditions  that  have  inspired  a  love  of  liberty  throughout  the  world 
and  given  all  peoples  a  firm  determination  to  have  self  government  and  with 
it  the  right  to  adopt  such  institutions  as  will  guarantee  future  peace,  happiness 
and  freedom  for  all  nations.  Our  fore-fathers  strove  for  freedom  for  them- 
selves. In  their  most  hopeful  anticipations  they  could  not  have  even  dimly 
foreseen  that  in  years  to  come  their  example,  courage  and  fidelity  to  such  prin- 
ciples would  permeate  the  minds  of  men  everywhere  and  lead  to  universal 
freedom  throughout  all  nations.  Slowly  but  steadily  the  seed  they  planted, 
germinated  and  put  forth  a  plant  that,  over-shadows  tyranny  and  oppression 
everywhere. 

We  should  be  proud  to  be  enrolled  in  a  Society  which  has  for  its  object 
the  recognition  and  perpetuation  of  the  great  work  our  ancestors  accomplished. 
We  should  value  our  membership  in  it  as  an  inestimable  privilege  to  be  exer- 
cised in  the  best  efforts  we  can  bring  to  the  task  set  out  in  the  objects  pi  its 
creation,  and  endeavor  to  transmit  to  posterity  a  like  devotion  to  the  objects 
and  aims  so  worthv  of  our  service.
